The  library  is  located  at  Mr.  Willard  H.  Weeks'  dwelling 
house,  Mr.  AVeeks  being  the  librarian.  Said  library  was 
opened  to  the  public  Nov.  25,  1893.  The  greatest  number 
of  books  taken  out  any  one  Saturday  was  28  volumes,  and 
the  smallest  was  14  ;  the  average  number  in  circulation  was 
22  volumes  each  week.  The  $5.02  left  in  the  hands  of 
trustees  will  Jbe  expended  in  books,  which  will  be  added  to 
the  library  before  March  13,  1894.  The  books  have  been 
well  used  by  the  readers. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  towg  vote  to  raise  $50  or 
more  to  buy  books  with,  this  coming  spring.  All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted.
